grant shrubbery, to meet me, in her 
miowv morning dn-ss, with its ciintson 
gmllc, and her brown floating curls, 
which were never disarranged nr quite 
in order either, 1 thought, as I had done 
many times before, h<>w «'Xi|ni*itetv sweet 
and graceful she was! Her figure was 
airy and symmetrical, and when you I.Hik¬ 
ed in her face von lliougitt of all sweet, 
pure things, of the lily among flower*, 
and the “rose in snow.** And there was 
an exhilerating at mu sphere of Inalthtul 
vitality about her: ami l*er Very |ifss«oee 
was like a keen,fresh htevzc. as it comes 
through the pines down the iiiiUiiilaiii 
sides, ami tosses the hmg brandies of 
the old maple trees, and bends the tall 
poplar* that skirl the roadside by o«r 
gramllatlH'r's door iu the old (irccn 
Mountain State. 

A cry lovely indeed was cousin Kate, 
but neither highly intellectual, nor edu¬ 
cated. It was much to be regretted. ! 
thought, that she had no taste fur liter¬ 
ary or s'.icntifie pursuits. She would 
never make a congenial companion for a 
man of iuiclleet and education : she could 
never appreciate or sympathize with ex¬ 
alted aim* and noble efforts. 1 had 
taken stune pains to elevate her ta*to. 
but at last relinquished mv object, con¬ 
cluded to let her womanhood ii|tcn after 
it* own sweet will, and a very sweet rip¬ 
ening it proiui-n-d to 1 m* indeed. 

I read her that portion of my letter 
which contained the invitation from our 
mutual friend ; but for some motive, not 
quite clear to mv mind even now. 1 with¬ 
held what she said of the futurv “l*ar- 
som»s.' 1 

Kate hesitated a little. “1 should 
dearly love to visit Helen," she said “if 
it was not fur that awful I’anon: he 
frightens away tuy breath witL Lis dole- 
f111 visage. Hut ] ean play with ihr baby 
while you di«en*s theology with him:and 
besides, we needn't stay after his return 
from the Association. Yes, 1 will go.” 
So the matter was arranged, and the day 
aflrr tlie I'arson left home, ve arrived 
at his house. 

I hir warm hearted friend gave us a ror- 
dial welcome, hat the hand wo e!a.*|>vd. 
and the cheek we kissed, were thin and 
wan. and there were deep lines of care 
and pain where the brow should have 
been smooth. And the baby, as everv 
one called him, although he was three 
years old, was a puny, weak child, a 
victim, as 1 at once surmised, to over 
anxiety and nursing. 

TLe first week of our visit we spent 
very agrvcably. Ka'c took immediate 
possession uf Willie; and the poor little ■ 
boy , who was shy of all oilier strangers, 
“gathered up" to her, as bis old nurse 
said “iu a surprising manner." 

Helen and 1 spent the time in ilrlight- 
fu 1 rides and rambles, or in reading ami 1 
literary pursuits generally. We read 
German. We botanized. We geolo¬ 
gized. In *hort we pursued each of the 
Sciences, for an exceedingly short dis¬ 
tance, of course; although a scrupulous 
regard for the truth in the matter pre¬ 
vents my recording tin 1 rapture of any. 
It was all agreeable, very—but atill I 
was secretly glad wlien the week was 1 
ended—and the time of the Parson's re- j 
turn had arrived. 1 had not seen him 
for five year*, and remembered him as an 
cuihcdimcot uf intcdleetual and manly 
vigor, I had listened, spell-bound and 
awed, to the brilliancy of his conversa¬ 
tional powers, when youtL and diffidepee 
made me only a listener. I could not 
conceal from my self the fact Lbat his was 
the voice which had opened to me a life 
of intellectual enjoyment undreamed of 
Ik 1 fore. I longed, therefore, to acknowl¬ 
edge the great obligation ; to listen once 
again to the noble sentiments which fell 
from his lips ; and to receive from him 
solutions to the bewildering problems of 
life, which, as yet, were the stare of the 
sphinx for me. 

On the appointed day the pastor re¬ 
turned. Ilia reception of ns was grave 
and chilling—to sav the least—“As 
though we had come to his wake prema¬ 
turely," Kate said, lie seemed utterly 
prostrated, both in body and mind, and 
for several days we saw him only at table. 

I could not understand it. This was not 
his natural temperament I knew. Fore 
tunately he wasagreeable.evenfacetious. 

I could not believe him thus gTave-visag- 
ed and mannered from principle of hy¬ 
pocrisy. It mu5t be the result solely of 


depressing eirrutnstances. 

The weekly lecture 1 attended with' 
pleasure. Iwqiing to find something of the I 
former charm of hi.* eloquence, llut the 
sermon *£* cold am) dry. I was disajn 
(minted and saddened, far less by any 
want of cordial attention lo ourselves, 
than by a great change which 1 perceiv¬ 
ed in my friend. 

The next Saturday afternoon, the Par¬ 
son cnfertHl nur cheerful sitting-room, 
some-time “ before tea was announced, i 
seeming unusually depressed. I think | 
his misery had at last made him greg- 1 
nriuus, and glad even uf our |>oor so-! 
eiety. Kittle was *aid by any of tis. 
however; there second to be a “huali" ' 
upon us, to Ixirrow Helen's ingenious ex¬ 
cuse for unsoeiabilily : it was quite a re- 
livl when tea time came. At tea table . 
the Par*oii exclaimed, “Oh,my sermon ! 
Saturday night and not one word writ¬ 
ten : n<>t even a text chosen a* yet ! What 
shall I do?" 

A* he left the table, lie said, “I think 
I will lake a short ride, ami if cither of 
you ladle* can endure my dismal pres-! 
dive. 1 should be glad of your society: 

1 slilfli be at the door ill ten minutes, and 
shall probably be too ill-natuied to wail 
an instant." * 

“You must gu. Kate," I said, after lie 
lefl. 

"No, indeed!" she answered quickly, 
and then cheiking herself, added. “Wil¬ 
lie couldn't spare- auntie at bed time, 
could he? Mie must sing him tu sleep." 
The little Imy answered Lv a pouting lip 
and a sweet caress, and both Kate and 
Helen insisted that I Humid accompany 
the parson. 

I was secretly pleased to do so: it wa.* 
the golden hour 1 had wished fur. I had 
so much of my own experience io tell* 
him. mi many questions In ask, there 
could In* no lie tier opportunity. 

llut every effort that I made lo intro¬ 
duce any subject of conversation failed, 
or if hr M-emed to Ik- interested for a 
moment, his mind soon relapsed into its 
old apathy. 

After repented efforts, which became 
exquisitely painful and murtifving lu me, 
tie- idea slowly dawned upon my mind, 
that it was not intellectual entertain¬ 
ment that the Parson needed. This had 
become a weariness and satiety to him. 
He needed to be amused. Anything 
which eliangcd the habitual current of 
his thoughts and by smoothing liis over¬ 
excited nerves, aroused a healthy flow of 
animal spirits, was what was required tu 
renew the vigor uf both mind and body. 

Thus 1 reasoned. But what could 1 
du to amuse the Parson? 

1 felt fully able uv discuss with him the 
doctrityi: of “Predestination" ami “Elec¬ 
tion," or the “Foundation of Mora! Ob¬ 
ligation" or even “Infant Baptism." 1 
hail my own views upon the subject of' 
“Human Depravity" and the “Future 
State," which I should have been delight¬ 
ed to have presented to him. I wa* 
somewhat familiar with the ancient schools 
uf philosophy, and the fundamental prin¬ 
ciple* of (.'hiuesc, and could repeat Em¬ 
erson 1 * “Bre-iua," if not understand it. 
In history, both sacred and profane, I 
was passably well read, and there were 
none of the “Ologb’s" which I could not 
at least talk about. I could quote poet¬ 
ry also, if necessary; and of all schools, 
from Milton down. But of what avail 
was all this? Where withal, could I, 
amuse the Parson? For the first time in 
my life, I was obliged to admit to myself 
the unflattering truth, that a woman, i 
whose mind was stuffed with poetry and j 
iu flamed with philosophy, might not be 
able to afford all the companionship that 
an intellectual man might need; that j 
there were mental conditions into which 
the highest aud strongest might fall, when 
a warm flow of simple human affection, 
or contagious vivacity of spirits, would 
be worth all attainable lore. 

“Let ua visit her grave," he said it 
last: and at the gate of the cemetry wc 
met Helen and Kate. 

Not one word was spoken by any of 
us, aa we stood by the tomb. It was a 
high, smooth mound on which grew many 
white-blossomed plants, and, at ita head, 
a simple, white slab bore the words:

The Parson leaned upon the railing, 
quite ovureome-swith emotion, until wo :

After our return, Helen waa attacked 
with a paroxysm of distressing pain, such 
as she was subject to, and, for an hour, 
Kate and I were at her bedside. When, 
at last, she slept, we returned to the par¬ 
lor, ami (here* sat the Parson, leaning' 
his head tqion a stand, a lamentable pic¬ 
ture of suffering and dejection. lie raim-d 
Lis head, saying "You have ednie to a 
gloomy house, ladies; I recgrvt that it 
is nut in my j tower to make your visit a 
more- agreeable one." Then he spoke of 
hi* dead wife, and uf his grief for her 
loss. “There was a mingling of self-re¬ 
proach in it," he said ; “the welfare of 
his |H-i>pte lay ever nearer her heart titan 
hi.* own. .She sacrificed herself—he had 
sacrificed her to his church ; and he felt 
that, hut for this, she would have been 
spared years longer to him." and again 
he Wept. 

1 must own that the Parson's grief did 
nut touch my sympathies very deeply. 

I wished rather lo reason with him : lu 
tell him that the dejuirieil one would not : 
wish hia manhood tu be destroyed in uu-, 
availing sorrow : that she would bid him 
emulate her own noble endeavors. ! 
shrewdly Misjiccted that his digestive 
apparatus was ont uf order, and desired 
also to recommend alkali. 

The Parson was no longer my idol as 
formerly. He had violated one of my 
“Fundamental Principles," which is, that 
no hLiinaii soul is worthy the sacrifice of 
another. But 1 had somewhat less con-! 
fide me in my philosophy than formerly. | 
Having uothingelse to offer, I was silent, i 
But 1 looked up at Kate. She was weep- 
in;:: 

I could gcncralvread Kate in her face. 
But 1 could not do it now. There was 
a strife in her heart, 1 tliuught, between 
n elination and sunn- strong sense of du¬ 
ty. What could it he? 

At la.*t inclination yielded, and hei 
scum- of duty triumphed. Kate left her 
seat and went directly to the I’arson.— 
WiilioinjlicMiatiuii or timidity', she laid 
her soft, cool hand uu his forehead, and 
said quietly; 

"You need care. Helen is sick,and 1 
will take her plait* tu-nighl." 

Without wailing a reply she brought 
hi.* dressing gown am) »lip|N'rs. and bade 
Lim put them on ; tLcn found pillows for 
(he lounge, and made him lie down upun 
them ; ami then she gave hiui some sim¬ 
ple medicine, and bathed his head, mes¬ 
merizing it in the mu«t soothing manner 
possible. When she spoke lo him, it 
was in a dignified stvle, quite unlike her¬ 
self; and he obeyed in a dazed, unresist¬ 
ing way, ns though he hail no power to 
do otherwise. Kate had never, volun¬ 
tarily spoken with the Parson during our 
visit: live awe in wliieh she held him 
amounted almost to dislike. Hence the . 
feelings which could have induced this 
change must have been exceedingly pow¬ 
erful. 

There was no mistaking their charac¬ 
ter, however: far although every* word 
ami movemeut waa gentle and solicitous, 
still it was plainly merer and compassion 
for a suffering fellow mortal, aid not 
personal interest, that prompted them. 

1 thought, as 1 watched her, of the “cup 
of cold water," of the “oil and wine," of 
the angel-troubled waters and the healed 
bathers ; and I knew she waa one of those 
for whom the beatitudes were iu re¬ 
serve. 

It may sx-eiu a small thing to some; 
but I believe that strong souls, inspired 1 
by the true martyr spirit, have gone 
shouting to the stake, with less reluctance 
and self-renunciation, than this timid girl 
went to her duty at the Pastor's side. 

After a little time the Parson seemed 
somewhat relieved, and then Kate left 
the room, returning soon with a dish of! 
Lot tea and a few tempting dainties, say¬ 
ing to her patient, “You took no supper t 
to-night: now you must eat." He hesi¬ 
tated a moment “You will feel better 
fur it," she said. At this he resigned 
liimsclf, and made a heartier meal than I: 
1 had ever seen him take ; after which he - 
was perraited to return to the lounge .sod 
Kate resumed her soothing attentions. 

“Sing to me," he said “and, perhaps, 

1 can sleep." 

“What shall I sing?" 

“I would not live always." y 

Kate's voice was sweet and low, and ! 
when she had finished the bymn.Mhe' 


Parson was sleeping. He lay very still 
for a few moments, and then suddenly 
clasped one of her hands in both his own, 
exclaiming, “Oh! my wife! God biers 
you!" 

A crimson cloud swept over Kate's 
face, and she disengaged her hand, sav¬ 
ing, “You have Iteen dreaming; it is 
' little Kate Berry.” 

The Parson was very much agitated, 
and Kate also : but she quickly conqxw d 
herself and began singing that sweetest 
of all modern hymns : 

“Shall Jtsn* baar 1fa« rrw sJona 
And all (h« world gu frvtV 

The Parson did not dream again.— 
After some moments of silence be said, 
“Now read me a chapter from the Bible ; 
any one—no matter which." 

Kate did not leave her scat, but n— 
gloated from memory that beautiful ami 
appropriate chapter, beginning, “L<t 
not your heart be troubled," etc. Tru¬ 
ly, thought I, ray simple hearted cou.*»n 
jtossesscs the inestimable lore. 

When Kate had finished, the Parson 
arose, saying,“1 am quite relieved. Sly 
i head ia free from pain, and 1 am ft nii-L- 
t-d with a text and a whole sermon also. 
My gratitude to the kind heart, wl.jt h 
prompted these attentions, is greater 
than words can express. I shall never 
forgot tlieru. Good night." 

When wc were left alone k Kate'* self- 
control left her, and she wcpllikc a child. 
I drew her head to my shoulder, and tried 
to soothe her, but it waa with a painful 
' sense of unworthincas, as though a!;e 
were one “whose shoe 1 * lachet I wa.* not 
worthy to unloose." For 1 had caught 
a faint glimpse of that Ligher sphere of 
moral purity and excellence, to which no 
t-uLivation of the intellect alone can raise 
us. 

Cousin Kate aud I remained at the 
parsonage many weeks. Meanwhile, 
the acquaintance, so favorably commenc¬ 
ed, progressed in swcel idylic measure. 
By simple, unconscious wiles, Kate won 
him hack to sweet at tune me nt with all 
harmonics; to peace and health and mao. 
ly aspirations. 

A medical professor of my acquaint¬ 
ance frequently begins the first lecture 
of his annual course with this curt aphor¬ 
ism. “You will find, gentlemen, as you 
go through the world, that human nature 
prevails pretty generally ! " To many 
weaknesses of this universal ioheritam-a 
1 am an heir, and I think I am relating 
no exceptional experience, when I «ay 
that the sight of the daily increasing love 
of the Parson and Kate awakened feel¬ 
ings. not wholly unmingled with pain 
and mortification.
